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So f?s therefore from adopting the gloomy ideas 
of the heathen, I am determined to indulge the 
pleafuig hope, that the world will ftill improve, and 
that futcfieding generations, inftead of growing 
more vicious than their fathers, will really become 
more wife and virtuous.

The idea that the generations of men, are grow- 
ing worfe and worfe is heatheniih : Infidels may 
receive it if they pleafe ; but it can never be admit- 
ted by thofe who believe the Bible.—Such an idea 
is inconfiltent with the wifdom and goodnefs of 
GOD : It is contrary to his revelation. 


Particular crimes may, and have prevailed at par- 
ticular times —The paflions of men difcover them- 
felves in feafons of public commotion and war : But 
when thofe commotions are over, the children of 
men return to the ftudy of thofe things which tend 
to the general good. 


The man who reads hiftory with a candid mind 
will be obliged to fay, the world at the preient day, 
is a better place to live in, than it was in the time 
of the Jewiili Republic, or in the moft profperous- 
days of the Greeks and Romans. 


Vices of the moil enormous kinds were praiflii^ 
ed in old times, by nations celebrated for knowledge 
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und politenefs ; vices which we could not mention 
without bluihing.—^The gofpel has certainly pro- 
duced an aftonilhing change in the morals of many 
nations now on earth J and I verily believe it ^vill 
be prodaiilive of ftill greater changes, until righte- 
oufnefs iliall prevail, and the kingdom of the Mci- 
ii.ih iliall be eilabliihed in all parts of the Earth,

He 
fettled the adminiftration during his abfence, recoirv- 
mended unity in the ftrongeft terms, and left the 
Ifland with reciprocal afl'urances of fidelity and ei- 
tcem. 
From hence he failed to Holland, and being 
fupplicd with warlike ftores by the Jews, under the 
charge of a fupercargo, on his return in 1739 he 
killed the fupercargo, that he might not be troubled 
with anfwcring for the ftores ; but although he land- 
ed the ammunition, he was afraid to enter, as the 
French were then powerful, and the Genoel'e had 
i'at a high price on his head. 
He again departed 
tor England hoping to fmd fafety in that land of li- 
berty and happinefs ; but his lituation was as bad 
as ever, for before his death he was a prifoner for 
debt at the king's bench. 
He died 1756, and was 


buried at St. Anne's church, Weflminfter.

determined to take no money for his raiifom. 
The 
profefiion of a merchant too was beneath the dignity of a 
noble Spaniard ; and it was more confdnant to his exalt- 
ed fentiments to require the Hberty of a certain number 
of ChriiHans in proportion to the rank of Saydan. 
He 
was thinking of tliis propofal, wlien Saydan came to 
prefent the letters, with money for his ranfom.

A M O N G the Elephants that were fent round 
to Madras with Britifli troops in the year 1781, un- 
der the command of the late Col. Pearfe, there was 
one Av'hofe keeper had been at times particularly 
neglectful of him, and who had frequently pilfered 
from his drams on the line of march.
